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UWLESSNESS.. 

With conditions as they are today in 
Kentucky no man is safe. Be can not 
assure his family protection; he can 
not promise his little ones that their 
slumbers will not be disturbed during: 
the hours of the dark night by a ma¬ 
rauding and desperate gang, with torch 
and dagger in hand, bent upon incen¬ 
diarism and murder. When he pillows 
his head at night he has no guarantee 
from the "strong arm of the law” that 
the morning sun will not shine down 
upon the smouldering ashes of his 
home—a debris from the wave of an¬ 
archy that is sweeping Kentucky today, 
as the billows sweep the high seas when 
' the Storm God breathes upon the wa¬ 
ters. He has no assurance that his 
own blood will not make crimson the 
lawn of his home, and that over his 
lifeless body the wife of today will not 
weep as hit widow of tomorrow. And 
when he caresses his children as they 
clamor about his knee in the evening 
of today, he can not promise them that 
they will not be orphans of tomorrow, 
made so by an assassin’s bullet. 

Are we patting it too strongly? We 
can not believe we are. But,let’s seh; 
let us kxdc into the conditions as th<^ 
now exist. 

The crime ot nigbt-nding has spread 
im- Kentucky ootil many coanties in the 
State have severely suffered as a result 
of the depredations committed by theje 
lawless bands. The counties thac have 
tbup far escaped are ill at ease, becaiue 
of thregtenmg letters received by some 
of their dtiaens. and the pec^e are ex¬ 
pecting to be "swooped down upon" at 
any hour after 11 o’clock at night. Con¬ 
sequently we may correctly say that 
every county in Kentucky is infested 
with a ruffian or ruffians who stand 
ready, and are aiudous, to lead a gang 
of criminals in a merciless and cowardly 
onslaught. A rampage of crime in oae 
section impresses mischievous ideas up¬ 
on the minds of criminals hi other sec¬ 
tions, and they ask' themselves the 
quesUon: "WHY SHALL Wkl NOT GO 
AND DO UKEWISE?" To a bom crim- 
inal the committing of a crime is a mere 
pastime—a sort of jolly excursion— 
a tonic to his nerves, and his degrading 
and dastardly office is performed in ec¬ 
stasy rather than in chagrm. jEspecial- 
ly at this time is the Kentucky criminal 
IQ the "height of his glory.”' Hodecls 
that Justice is terrified by the threats 
that are issued from the rendezvous, 
and that instead of being at tjie mercy 
of the court, the court—ihe jurors and 
the judges—are at his mercy. 

The partners in crime in every sec¬ 
tion of Kentucky have sworn allegiance 
to each other, and they feel that their 
organization is so compact and so ex¬ 
tensive in its scope that each member 
can promise to the other immunity, it 
matters not wher^ or upon whom the 
crime is committed. They have no fear 
of the hangman’s noose, and prison 
walls are as "open space” to them. 

Every citizen who lifts bis voice 
against these perpe^tors of cold-blood¬ 
ed crime is threatened. Many of the 
more timid are publishing cards in coun¬ 
ty newspapers in which promises are 
made to the criminal bands that the 
orders of the kukluxers will be carried 
out. 

Since the beginning of time were the 
people of anv civilized country ever 
more sorely harassed than are the peo¬ 
ple of Kentucky today? 

And we reiterate. WITH CONDI¬ 
TIONS AS THEY ARE IN KEN¬ 
TUCKY NO MAN IS SAFE. 

There may be some who will say. "I 
will not be molested; I am not a farm¬ 
er; I raise no tobacco and there is no 
reastm for an attack upon my home.” 


I Dismiss such thoughts, and persuade 
^nit yourselves to hide behind such 
flimsy fortifications. These bands 
hdve ceased to "classify their work. ” 
and are attacking promiscuously among 
classes. Many members ot the 
mobs are taking advantage of the so- 
called "tobaccb war" to "even up old 
scores” with men against whom they 
hold personal grudges, and EVERY 
MAN IN KENTUCKY WHO. IN THE 
PERFORMANCE OF HIS DUTY AS I 
A PUBLIC OFFICIAL OR AS A PRI¬ 
VATE CITIZEN, HAS CROSSED THE 
PATH OF A SINGLE VICIOUS] 
CHARACTER STANDS IN LINE FOR 
A FLOGGING OR FOR A BULLET 
FROM AN ASSASSIN’S GUN. 

The warnings of night riders are no 
longer to tobacco growers alone. Su¬ 
pervisors are threatened for raising 
property assessments; attorneys are 
warned not to prosecute; judges and 
juries are "dared” to convict; and ev¬ 
ery man is ordered to "throw up his 
hand and submit. ” 

HOW LONG WILL IT BE BEFORE 
YOU ARE COMMANDED TO WOR¬ 
SHIP GOD ACCORDING TO THE 
DICTATES OF NIGHT RIDERS? 

May we rtot impress upon ever>’ law- 
abiding fcitizen of Washington county 
that he is unsafe as long as these con¬ 
ditions exist; may he not be made to 
see that his property is in danger of 
the torch, that his life is m jeopardy? 

True, we have thus far escaped with 
only a few depredatiens. but a number 
of our citizens have received threaten- 
mg letters, and we have no assurance 
that a "visit” is not forthcoming. 

'nierefore, be prepared to protect 
your faaoilies and homes. 

Thus far the State has utterly and 
miserably failed to restore order. Up¬ 
on the other hand the greater the ef¬ 
forts of State authorities to put down 
lawlessness the greater the increase of 
crime. 

A shifting mob can not be apprehend¬ 
ed or routed by a stationary soldiery. 
It is a piece of foolishness to picket sol¬ 
diers anmnd incendiary ashes. The 
firebug is not coming back to dance a 
jig of defiance in the face of Gattling 
guns, but he is going to other fields 
where there is "something to bum.” 

THEREFORE IT IS NECESSARY 
FOR EACH COUNTY TO LOOK AF¬ 
TER ITS OWN INTERESTS; FOR 
EACH COMMUNITY TO BE PRE¬ 
PARED TO PROTECT ITS CITIZENS, 
FOR NEIGHBOR TO SWEAR ALLE¬ 
GIANCE TO NEIGHBOR, AND FOR 
EVERY MAN TO BE DETERMINED 
IN THE DEFENSE OF HIS HOME. 

We have spent too much time in de¬ 
nouncing night riders, and not enough 
time in a preparatlbn to entrap them. 
The plumage of the bird is the bird’s 
own "wealth of beauty” so long as it 
remains in thh brush. 

May we not offqr a suggestion to the 
authorities of Washingrton county? 

First, let it be understood that night 
riders do not attack in the open; theirs 
is distinctly a guerrilla "warfare”—a 
creeping "soldiery” under the shadows 
of night, seeking not to meet in combat 
the main lorces of the opposition, but 
waiting ah opportunity to spring upon 
the defenseless. 

Hence it will be seen that if commun¬ 
ities are prepared for defense and are 
given warning that an attack is immi¬ 
nent, there need be no fear of an actu¬ 
al fi||ht; a flashing gun and a single 
^hot mfficetb to route maurading cow¬ 
ards. 

The proprietors of large business con¬ 
cerns employ men to watch the build¬ 
ings in which their wares are stored 
and displayed. This is deemed very 
necessary, and hundreds of thousands 
ot dollars are spenit annually by private 
individuals for tb4 nightly watching of 
their properties. 

WHY NOT EMPLOY NIGHT 
WATCHMEN FOR WASHINGTON 
COUNTY? 

Fifteen alert men properly picketed 
in tbu county would make it possible 
to prevent an attack at any given point 
by a crowd of night nders. These 


watchmen could spread the news of the 
intended attack, by telephone and oth¬ 
erwise, and thus give law-abiding peo¬ 
ple an opportunity to prepare to receive 
the night-roving criminals in a warm 
and exciting manner, and we believe 
the band could be broken and scattered 
before it reaced the place of its intend¬ 
ed depredation. 

True it will cost the county soide- 
thing to put these watchmen on duty, 
but if It does no more, than introduce 
a feeling of safety throughout the coun¬ 
ty it will be a good investment. The 
value of farm land would increase 25 
per cent, if the owners of the land 
could be given a guarantee of absolute 
safety. 

The loss through the destruction of 
property in Kentucky by incendiaries is 
not a drop in the bucket compared, to 
the loss the State has sustained in the 
depreciation of property values, by 
reason of these continued outrages. 

EACH COUOTY IN THE STATE 
CAN AFFORD TO. BANKRUPT IT¬ 
SELF TO RESTORE ORDER. 

Property will have no monetary value 
if these criminal bands of night prowl¬ 
ers are permitted to travel for even a 
while longer in their well-worn paths 
of crime. Continued lawlessness will 
bankrupt Kentucky; it will mean di¬ 
minutive taxes, by reason of property 
depreciation. 

On account of these miserable condi¬ 
tions many good citizens are leaving 
the State; none are coming into it. 
Other States look upon Kentucky as a 
veritable hot-bed of crime, and daily 
newspapers, by means of flaming head¬ 
lines and hideous cartoon8,are giving to 
Ihe'world some very ugly pictures of 
our loved Commonwealth. 

In this coimeetioa we print the fot- 
lowing letter, received by the editor of 
The Sun a few days ago: 

Denton, Tex., March23.—^itor Son: 
The DaUaa News, the leading paper of 
Texaw, informe its readers that an ex¬ 
odus of Kentuckians is imminent on ac¬ 
count of the sad conditions in your 
State. No doubt you are inclined to be 
a philanthropist and are willing to ad¬ 
vise the distracted people in their pres¬ 
ent need. You will make no mistake 
in advising your readers to turn their 
eyes to Texas. There are ever so many 
Kentuckians here who have fared well, 
and they will be glad to meet their 
brethren—if they come. Tell the per¬ 
secuted Kentuckians to come to Texas; 
they will in no way be molested.

Digest, it having recently commented 
on an article, or editorial, from your 
paper.

This letter was doubtless written in 
all seriousness. The writer is patriot¬ 
ic and desires to better his State by 
having a lot of good Kentuckians locate 
there. But in this instance we are go¬ 
ing to put a "check on our philanthro¬ 
py” and advise Kentuckians to remain 
in Kentucky, stick to their guns and 
fight the battle to a successful conclu¬ 
sion. 

May we not offer a few suggestions 
to the members of the American Socie¬ 
ty of Equity in this county—niore es¬ 
pecially to the officers of the organiza¬ 
tion? In the outatart let it be known 
that the editor of The Sun is an “A. S. 
of E,.” being one of the charter mem¬ 
bers of the Fenwick Loral, and that he 
is a friend, and certainly in nowise an 
enemy, of the organization. 

It is known to every member of the 
American Society of Equity that many 
people m Kentucky are placing the 
blame for all this rioting and incendiar¬ 
ism at the door of the Society. Some 
folk go so far as to advocate the aboli¬ 
tion of the society as a means of bring¬ 
ing about peace. Hence it will be seen 
that the organization is in bad repute 
with some people. False stories, as to 
the methods and intentions of Equity 
organizat&ns, have been heralded over 
Kentucky until today there are people 
who actually believe that the object of 
the Society is murder and arson.

Let the locals of each community 
meet, at the earliest possible date, and 
let ail members band themselves to¬ 
gether with the avowed purpose to 
keep order in their respective commun¬ 
ities.

You can not say too much against such 
crimes; you can not become too active 
in an effort to remove the causes of 
these outrages. But do not permit 
yourself to condemn the American So¬ 
ciety of Equity. Th's organization s 
j legitimate, and is working to the end 
that the conditions of farmers may be 
bettered. As an organization it is not 
a part of, and has no part in, night-rid¬ 
ing. Its officers and members have de¬ 
nounced, and are yet denouncing, the 
very deplorable and mean crimes of in¬ 
cendiarism and plunder.

ated from St. Mary’s College,! 

at the age of twenty, and re¬ 
ceived his diploma from the law school 
of the University of Louisville four 
years after. In 1885 young Johnson was 
returned to the Legislature from Nel¬ 
son county. Two years later he was re¬ 
elected and chosen speaker of that 
body. It was the Legislature that gave 
James B. Beck his last commission as 
SenaUir, and ,in those days fhe Ken¬ 
tucky Democracy was a militant party, 
untom by facdon, unplagued by small 
men. There was no machine. Simon 
Bolivar Buckner was Governor, and 
conventions reflected the choice of the 
electorate. 

At the close of his term as Speaker, 
young Johnson returned to his law of- 
flce and the personal management of 
his extensive business Tiffairs. As had 
his lather before him, he had the repu¬ 
tation of a consummate business man 
ere he was twenty-five. He was the 
close personal friend and trustea coun¬

The county of Nelson, State bf Ken-; 
tucky, is eight years older than the 
Constitution of the United States. It' 
was named for Thomas Nelson, a sigfier 
of the Declaration of Independence, a 
soldier of the Revolutionary war, and a 
governor of Virginia. Partly bluegrass 
‘ and partly beargrass, Nelson county is | 
one of the best in the entire Common- j 
wealth. It is washed by the waters of' 
Pottinger creek and the Beech Fork | 
and Rolling Fork of the famed Salt j 
River. It abounds in springs of clear, 
crystal, cold limestone water, the vir-1 
tues of which serve to make Nelson : 
county whisky the best in the world. j 
Bardstown, the county seat, was long 
the Athens of the West. It a’as there’ j 
that was located tpe famous Jesuits’I 
Cbllcge of St. Joseph, whence were 
graduated so many eminent Americans 
and when that institution was at itsi 
zenith Bardstown was the seat of more 
Iteming, more culture, more eloquence 
than any other community between the 
Allegheny mountains and the setting, 
sun. It was here that a King of France 
spent some years of bis exile. Rowan 
and Hardin headed the bar, and Pope, 
Wickhffe, Grigsby, (^pese and Guth¬ 
rie were their learned and brilliant as¬ 
sociates. John Hays, a prodigious 
genius, was another, who survives in 
tradition as the greatest oratoy the 
western hemisphere has produced. 
Joseph Holt was yet another orator, 
Uttie, if any, inferior to Marshall or 
Menifee. 


I appointed j master in chancery of the 
Circuit Co^rt, and while serving in that 
capacity be studied law, was admitted 
to the bar* and immediately taken into 
co-partnership in the practice by Har¬ 
din. then ^he first lawyer of Kentucky 
and the equal of any lawyer in all 
America. 


‘ Soon after he came to the bar young | 
.Johnson was elected county attorney, 1 
I an office he held for eleven years. In ! 
11865 Johnson, reared a Whig, was a 
Democrat and a candidate for SUte 
seiillor on the Democratic ticket. The 
I issue was the thirteenth amendment to ' 
the Federal Ckinstitution. and there j 
were soldiers at the polls. Johnson was ! 
in no humor to be beaten by bayonets, I 
and rallied his friends, took possession 
, of the polls |n some of the precinct, ex- 
1 pelled the soldiers, and when the re- j 
turns were all in he had an adequate j 
majority, and served the term of four 
years. 

In 1869 he was re-elected. It was a 
difficult task that confronted the states¬ 
men of Kentucky in those days. The 
State was full of soldiers returned from 
both armies, and there were many and 
bitter animosities. Fortunately, a great 
man, Thomas E. Bramlette, was gov¬ 
ernor, and William Johr^n was one of 
his most trusted advisers. A policy of 
complete amnesty was adopted, and it 
is said that Bramlette granted 4,000 
pardons in a single day, all to operate 
before trial of the indictments. This 
.sayed the State from chaos, and by 
1867 there was fraternity between the 
Confederates and Federals in nearly 
every community. 

Johnson was looked upon as the most 
learned and accomplished codifier of 
statute law in the State. He made it.a: 
specialty, and, living near Louisville, 

' he was kept busy by the leading law- 
I yers of that metropolis, who plied him j 
{ with questions in line with his studies 
J in that branch of the profession. 


had ever met. Had Atherton possessed 
the robust physical constitution of 
James B. Beck, his name in the politi¬ 
cal world would be written as high on 
the roll as Blaine’s or Ck>nkling’s, as 
Thurman’s or Lamar’s. His speech in 
advocacy of the election of Tilden in 
1876 was as masterly an argument as 
ever came from the American stump, 
and in the Senate he would have been 
Aldrich and C^lisle combined. He is 
yet living, at nearly three-score years 
and ten, but it was only his active out¬ 
door life that preserved him so long.

JUDGE REFEREES FIGHT. 


Declares Owner of Dog Can Protect 
His Property. 


Spokane, Wash.—Declaring the shep¬ 
herd dog killed the bulldog in self- 
defense and that its owner merely ex¬ 
ercised his rfgfit In protecting the ani¬ 
mal. Police Judge Hinkle dismissed 
the charge of cruelty to animals laid 
against George Hepton by Robert 
Clark, following a long-drawn-out trial 
at which scores of witnesses were 
summoned on both Sides to testify as 
to the biting ability and the character 
of the canines. 

This is the first time that the pre¬ 
siding officer of a court of record in 
eastern Washington has been called 
upon to referee a dog fight which he 
did not witness. The evidence showed 
that the bulldog was the aggressor, at¬ 
tacking the shepherd dog, which was 
sunning itself on the porch of the 
Hepton home. Experts on “dogology” 
were called by the court to testify to 
the fighting qualities of the two 
breeds, also which was able to sustain 
Hs grip the longer. Opinions varied, 
but the court held, in a lengthy decis¬ 
ion, that neither of the dogs had the 
advantage until after Hepton Inter- 
ferred, when the bulldog turned tail 
and fell dead in its tracks, adding: 
"But for this defendant cannot be 
held responsible." 


When Cleveland became President, in 
1843, he appointed Ben Johnson Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue, of the Fifth 
Kentucky district, perhaps the second 
in the Union in the amount of taxes 
paid. To this office Johnstm brought all 
his capacity for business and all hia 
energies as an executive. There was no 
better conducted office in the Union, 
and it is doubtless true that Johnson is 
the best equipped man in Congress to 
legislate on internal revenue taxation. 
He is as familiar with all the laws on 
that subject as he is with his alphabet, 
and his clear and convincing discussions 
of the matter would be invaluable to 
Omgress if it should be attempted to 
revise the revenue laws during his ser¬ 
vice in the House of Representatives. 

In 1906 Ben Johnson was elected to 
Congress, and for the reputation he 
had made as a clear-headed business 
man, he was assigned to the (Committee 
on the District ot Columbia. He is also 
the Kentucky representative on the 
Congressional Campaign (Committee, 
and will go far if hia Congressional ca¬ 
reer shall be prolonged. 


Chicken Stealing a Felony, 

Jefferson City. Mo.—The law mak¬ 
ing chicken stealing at any hour of the 
day or night a felony was held to' be 
valid by an opinion written by Judge 
Gantt. 

Ftormerly the law was that It was 
felony only to loot a hen roost during 
the hours of the night Then it was 
amended, making it a felony to lift 
the proud Missouri ben at any hour. 

The case came from Boone county, 
and the defendants were two white 
men. Burch Johnson and Richard 
Estes, who were fined |25 each for 
stealing some fine pullets that be¬ 
longed -to their neighbors. Judge Gantt 
says the law is valid and constitu¬ 
tional. 

Good Work In Aiding Her Sax. 

In Bengal Miss Cornelia Sorabjl. a 
Parsee lawyer, who some time ago 
was appointed to an office under the 
court of wards for the purpose of ad¬ 
vising women in oeiiain cases, has 
been publicly commended by the gov¬ 
ernment for her efficiency. The pub¬ 
lic commendation carries with it an 
Increase of salary from IM rupees 
<•< sou ranees a month.

Tex.—Two daring Amer- 
icsjis, J. Frederick Shepard and 
Charles C. Nichols. Jr., both of New 
York city, have made the ascent of the 
rugged mountain at Orisaba, Mexico, 
and discovered the old flag pole and 
a few tom remnants of the flag 
which Gen. Scott's men had planted SO 
years ago. 

The flrst ascension of Mount Ori¬ 
zaba of which there is any record was 
made by a party of Americans In 1848. 
These intrepid climbers belonged to 
the army of Gen. Scott, which was 
making its way from Vera Crux to the 
City of Mexico. They planted upon j 
the summit of the. large mountain a ' 
large American flag, and upon the | 
sUff which upheld the colors of the ] 
republic to the north was carved the I 
data the ascension was made. { 

Mount Orizaba Is 18,224 feet above 
sea level. It is next to the highest 
mountain upon the contlnenL being 
surpassed only by Mount McKinley, 
its summit has been gained by but 
few people. _^The Indians who make 
their home near its base have a su¬ 
perstitious reverence for the snow i 
which perpetually covers the peaks of 
the mountain. On account of this fear j 
that something terrible should befall | 
them if they should come into contact 
with the snow it is impossible for ' 
climbers to obtain the services of 
guides farther than the snow line. The 
remainder of the Journey is full of 
dangers and requires the use of ropes ; 
and the exerpise of the greatest care i 
In getting over the more dilBcult ■ 
placea In the absence of guides few i 
men are daring enough to undertake 
the trip. 

The success which Messrs. Shepard j 
and Nichols recently scored in reaching i 
the summit was all the more remark- ! 
able from the fact that it was a com- { 
petltlve adventure in which the United 1 
States, England. Germany and Prance 
were represented. Those who set out 
to perform the feat were Messrs. 
Shepard and Nichols; four German 
naval officers whose training ship was 
in port at Vera Crux for a brief stay: 
two French tourists and two English 
scientists. 

The BUrt of this journey was mad^ 
from the City of Mexico. They were 
sdl well equipped to make the bard 
Journey but when they had reached 
a point near the perpetual snow line 
they encountered a terrible storm of 
sleet and snow. The snow was so 
'blinding that the different members of 
Uui -iicitx became separated. The two 
Americaim^anaged to remain to¬ 
gether, andwiMS emerged from 

the cloud or mt&it of snow which 
filled the air, they f^ind that none of 
the other members mMhe party was 
in sight S*. 

Below them lay the clou^In which 
they bad V^n enveloped, ^e sun 
shone brilliantly above and-UA.scene 
was an inspiring one. they 8a)>*^^ The 
cloud billowed agd tossed like a'tem¬ 
pestuous sea, but above its dlstuiN^d 
surface all was bright and serene.''. 

The Americans continued to cllmh 
upward unUl they had reached the pin¬ 
nacle of the mountain. The guides 
had deserted them far below and they 
bad to exercise their o*n judgment 
as to the path to be trodden through i 
the deep snow.^ The sides of the 
cone for the last few hundred feet are ' 
remarkably symmetrical. I 

The daring adventurers carried with I 
them two large flags, one the colors 
of the United States and the other that 
of Mexico. They planted these flags 
upon the summit, and after spending 
a short time taking in the grand view, 
■A'L!ch h:id by tfcl.s Mme been loft ex¬ 
posed by the clearing of the clouds, 
they started on their downward jour¬ 
ney. The descent was quickly made. 

^ it taking them only 30 minutes to 
cover the distance that they had spent 
ten hours and thirty minutes to climb. 

The other members of the party 
made a brave effort to reach the sum¬ 
mit of the mountain. The Germans 
gained a point within 200 feet of the 
top, when they were all forced to 
give up further effort on account of 
complete exhaustion. It was* with dif¬ 
ficulty that they made their way down 
the sides of the mountain to the 
rest camp, so overcome were they 
with the altitude and the exertion. The 
two English scientists reached a point 
12.000 feet above the sea level, and the 
French tourists were able to go only 
^a little beyond the snow line.
